luirsting air hose on a freight 
train 
■rn the Pennsylvania road south of 
Harrisburg at 1:10 this morning caus­ 
ed the Ic >ss of about twenty lives in­ 
jured a hundred people on the second 
section of the Cleveland Q Cincinnati 
express, and caused the destruction 
by lire of the passenger train and a 
part of the freight. 
Hie bursting of the air hose in the 
middle of the freight at Cedar street 
caused several cars to buckle and fall 
across the passenger track. The pas­ 
senger, west bound, crashed into the 
freight cars on the main track, caus­ 
ing the explosion of two cars of dyna­ 
mite and strewing the ground with 
dead and mangled bodies. The explo­ 
sion set fire to the wrecks of both 
trains. 
hollowing the shock of the colli­ 
sion was the terrific explosion of dy­ 
namite which destroyed the windows 
all over the city; then came the ex­ 
plosion of the engine boiler which left 
the locomotive a mass of tangled iron. 
An alarm of fire was turned in and 
the fire department 
responded 
to­ 
gether with hundreds of hands from 
a steel mill iii the vicinity*, but all 
were practically helpless in the work 
of rescue, as the intense heat kept 
the rescuers from approaching 
the 
burning mass of wreckage. 
Physicians from all parts of the city 
were called and the trolley company 
van special cars to convey the injur­ 
ed to hospitals. 
The railroad company made up spe­ 
cials and carried the wounded to the 
Union station. 
Engineer IL K. Thomas of the pas­ 
senger was instantly killed.
